The application has been amended as follows: Claims 46-50 are cancelled. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art is US Patent # 6738750, WO 096/34357 and The Non-Patent literature of 
www.liquidseatsinc.com , www.sestsandsuites.com , and www.ebav.com . The Non- 
Patent literature is the best prior art. The invention is directed and limited to a method of 
trading seat licenses. Seat licenses are defined at pagel, II 7-10 of the specification. 
The seat licenses as claimed in this invention is not a seat ticket. Page 1 I1 1 1-14. The 
prior art fails to teach the business method auction comprising four parties, the buyer of 
the license, the seller of the license, the issuer of the license and an intermediary 
comprising an electronic exchange medium, which is in possession of the license. The 
prior art is directed to a less restrictive model comprising the buyer of the license, the 
seller of the license and an intermediary comprising an electronic medium. As such the 
prior art fails to teach the method steps requiring action or a response by the issuer of 
the license. For example, the prior art fails to teach the step of the intermediary 
receiving (taking possession) of the seat license and the intermediary receiving final 
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approval (approval of the sale between the seller and the confirmed buyer) from the 
license issuer prior to directing the a portion of the remittance to the seller and directing 
the title to the seat license to the buyer (see figures 1-4).
